CraoiHNATi, May 16.—The two labor 
conventions are very slow to assemble 
to-daj, for when they do both will be in 
a dead lock, because they have appointed 
a conference committee and beoause 
that committee ha<) not yet agreed upon 
a final report. 
The conference com- 
mitter's held a long session last night, 
continuing aftor 1 o'clock. 
It is repre-

The Indianapolis Journal says: 
Superintendent LaFollette yesterday 
replied at some length to the inquiries 
of the school board of Fort Wa 'ue and 
the county 
superintendent 
of Allen 
county in regard to the trouble over the 
enumeration in that city. 
In 
inter- 
preting the term "head of family," with 
reference to the subject under consider- 
ation, he saye: 
"This term includes all 
who have the support of a family resting 
upon them. 
It may be an older brother 
or sister, foster parents, or anyone else 
upon whom the child is dependent and 
with whom it makes its home, but who 
is neither its father, mother or legal 
guardian." 
His letter further says that 
servants who are minors, but who are re- 
ceiving wages and supporting them- 
selves, must 
be 
enumerated at ti e 
homes of their parents or guardians ex- 
clusively, because they are not iu the 
eye of the law emancipated, and that 
enumerations 
can not be made and 
and credited to factories, workshops and 
placeH where- they are employi'd. 
In re- 
ply to the question whether etndents at 
college, who have no other homes, can 
be enumerated in the school district 
where the coll-^ge is, and whether if they 
need 
to 
enter 
the 
high-school 
as 
preparatory 
to 
their college 
work, 
they 
can 
be 
enumerated 
in 
that district. Mr. LaFollelle saya: "In 
incorporated towns and cities there is 
but one district. 
If, hs rarely might be 
the case, a student at college or in school 
is without parent, guardian or home, and 
is domiciled iti the boarding hoase at- 
tatched to such college, he would be 
properly listed under the name of the 
person in charge of such boarding house 
as "head of family,'or if rooming and 
lodging there only, and being withont a 
home elsewhere, such minor should be 
listed under his own name as 'head of 
family.' No minor can be listed to a 
college or a commercial corporation, un- 
less such institution has been by the pro- 
bate court constituted his legal guar- 
dian; and the legal presumption is that 
a student in college is but a temporary 
resident, and is possessed of a perma- 
nent domicile elsewhere, while a whole 
city is construed as one district." 
The 
snperintundent recommends enumera- 
tion by wards on the snore of conven- 
ience. 
In regard to the question at 
issue In Fort --'ayne whether the coun- 
ty superintendent has any right to refuse 
to accept an enumeration made, the re- 
ply says section 4430 of the revised 
statutes provided that should the trus- 
tees fail to file with the county superin- 
tendent an enumeration of the chiJdren 
of the city as required by section 4472, 
the county superintendent shall have 
such enumeration made at the expense 
of the city. 
Section 4472 specifically 
details how such enumeration shall be 
made, and by section 4475 the trnstees 
are required lo testify by affidavit to the 
completeness, accuracy and legality of 
such enumeration. 
An erroneous and 
false enumeration is, legally speaking, 
fraudulent, and heuce would be void 
and without force 
Should the county 
superintendent, after careful investiga- 
tion, ascertain that snch enuiaeration is 
fraudulent, he can undoubtedly have a 
new and correct enumeration made and 
collect the expense of such enumeration 
off the trustees individually. Accidental 
errors can and should be corrected by 
the board of trustees at the request of 
the county superintendent. 
But his re- 
sponsibility, and his obligation to see 
that the trustees' report of enumeration 
speaks the truth is just as great as that 
of the trustees, and he cannot accept a 
false, fraudulent or erroneous report. 
If the county superintendent transmitH 
a false enumeration to the state depart- 
ment he directly violates the statutes 
If he believed the report to be erron- 
eoas he should allow the trustees to cor- 
rect it if ihey will do so promptly and 
completely; otherwise he should have a 
new enumeration mada 


In reply to the inquiry whether when 
persons are transferred to the city for 
school purposes, they do not belong to 
that s.-mool district as long as t*'ey send 
their children to school, although they 
may move into another township, the su- 
perintendent replies that such is not the 
case, but that a change of civil residence 
carries like wise with it t change of 
school residence. 
The snperintendent 
in view of these decisions orders a re- 
enumeration to be made in Fort Wayne, 
with 
reference to which 
he 
says: 
"Special care should be taken to avoid 
the mistakes which have made snch re- 
enumeration 
necessary. 
Enumerators 
are enjoined to strictly avoid the listing 
of commercial corporations, work shops, 
school«, hotels, etc., ashea^ of families; 
the ennmeration of servants and em 
ployes to householders where employed, 
where such employes have parents or 
homes elesewh« re. 
For the sake of ao- 
curacy, the exuct residence of every 
parent, guardian or head of family 
should be listed, in order that 
the 
ennmeration may be verified and an; 
aoonsation of its incorrectness be met.

Tbe Hudiome Bmond Flowinf MUI 


A Heap of Bains—The Lees is 
$40,000 with $17,000 
Imnranee. 


Last night, just before 10 o'clock, a 
fire broke out in the Esmond fiooring 
mill, situated on South Broadway, on 
the west bank of the Bt Mary's river. 


The flames traveled 
through 
the 
structure with suoh rapidity that when 
its owners, Tevis A Proctor, were aroused 
the building was doomed. They, with 
a half-doBcn neighbors, coolly watched 
the property go up in smoke. 
The in- 
terior wood work fed the fire and a 
smart breeze fanned it into fury, 
'ihe 
machinery twisted itself all out of shape, 
the roof fell in, the walls crumUed and 
before the very eyes of this handful of 
people the handsome mill of an hour 
ago lay low, a smouldering heap of 
ruins. 


Tne mill is a total loss. Its owners 
place its value at $40,00^, with an in- 
surance of $14,000 in the Millers' Mu- 
tual of Indianapolis, and S8,000 in other 
agencies represented by Glutting A 
Bauer. 


This is the old Beaver mill property 
erected in 1843. 
It passed from Mr. 
Beaver's hands to Mr. George Esmond, 
who rebuilt it into a handsome three 
story brick mill, with all modem im- 
provemeutH and equipments. 


Messrs. I. S. Tevis and T. 8. Proctor, 
the present owners, took posseesiou of 
the property October 6, 1887, having 
s e c u ^ it from Mr. fkimond in ex- 
change for 8,200 acres of land in Barber 
county, Kan. 


The gentlemen originally come from 
Kentucky. 
They have had considera- 
ble ill luck with the mill property. 
The 
dam partially washed away since their 
ownership and the floods washed under 
a corner of the mill 


They have not decided to rebuild and 
cannot say what their future plans are. 


They can not divine the origin of the 
fire other than to think it proceeded 
from the carelessness of fishermen in the 
vicinity.
